A CARE home manager 
from Lewisham, who 
brutally attacked a woman 
in Spitalifields, leaving 
her with horrific knife 
wounds, has been jailed 
for 12 years. 

The court heard how the 
36-year-old woman was found 
naked in Middlesex Street at 
about 8.30am on Sunday, 
December 8 by local street 
traders. 

She had serious injuries on her 
head and face and was taken to 
the Royal London Hospital, 
Whitechapel where she 
remained for two weeks. 

The police arrested Andrew

Newland, 39, of George Lane, 
SE13 on December 8. 

He was initially charged with 
attempted murder and was 
remanded in custody. 

On May 24, he pleaded guilty 


to causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent and was remanded 
in custody until sentencing at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court on 
August 7. 

Detective Constable Danielle 
Mitchell, from Tower Hamlets 
Community Safety Unit, said: “It 
is hoped that the impact of 
this case will give other victims 
of domestic abuse the confi- 
dence to report these matters to 
the police. 

“I would like to thank the 
victim for her continued support 
despite her horrific injuries and 
medical requirements whilst 
police were conducting inquiries.” 

She also commended the 
woman for “her bravery, 
dignity and strength”. 


Residents raise works fears 


BOSSES at a housing 
association, which man- 
ages a sheltered housing 
scheme in Bow, have 
promised to sensitively 
handle proposed repairs to 
prevent causing distress to 
residents. 

More than a dozen residents 
at Vic Johnson House, Armagh 
Road have been told they may

One 69-year-old resident who 
contacted East End Life said 
moving would be stressful. 

“I have a garden I created 
from scratch,” he said. 

“It's so beautiful, passers-by 
stop to admire it. As I don't go 
out much, it is often my only 
contact with people. 

Sheron Carter, chief executive 


of Gateway Housing, said resi- 
dents were being consulted 
and all their views would be 
taken into account. 

She said Vic Johnson House 
needed repair work and it 
would be better to cany out one 
programme of improvement. 

“The consultation process is 
in the very early stages and 
residents will have the right to 
move back into their properties, 
once the repairs are complete.”

Recent raids in Stepney and 
the Isle of Dogs have led to the 
seizure of heroin, cocaine and 
cannabis with a street value of 
more than £6,000. 

On July 28, police officers 
from the Partnership Task Force 
(PTF) were on patrol in the area 
of Trafalgar Gardens in Stepney 
when a resident approached 
them with concerns about 
youths loitering in the 
children's park. 

The officers patrolled the park 
and moved several people on, 
before completing a 'sweep' of 
the area during which they 
found several potential weapons

and a blue cigarette packet 
containing 28 wraps of heroin 
and cocaine hidden in the 
bushes. 

On August 1, PTF officers with 
a drugs warrant raided a 
property at Dartmoor Walk on 
the Isle of Dogs where they 
found £6,000 of suspected class 
A drugs in a safe, along with a 
quantity of class B drugs and 
cannabis. A dog, suspected to be 
dangerous, was also seized by 
police dog handlers. 


Two men aged 36 and an 18- 
year-old woman were arrested 
in connection with the dmgs of- 
fences and released on bail. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “I 
know that residents want the 
council and police to work 
together to stamp out drug 
dealing and bring drug dealers 
to justice, and these latest raids 
and patrols are part of our 
continuing efforts to do just 
that." 

Also this month, Tower Ham- 
lets Enforcement Officers 
(THE Os) have continued sniffer 
dog dmgs patrols in areas which 
residents have highlighted as 
drug dealing hotspots. 

Most recently the patrols 
have resulted in the detection 
and seizure of two quantities of 
cannabis, in Cmse House, Poplar 
High Street, E14 and Keny House, 
Sidney Street, Ei. 

Cllr Ohid Ahmed, cabinet 


member for community safety, 
added: “Reports from residents 
provide crucial intelligence that 
we can use to target our 
operations against drug dealers. 

“I encourage residents to play 
their part and keep on 
reporting any suspicious 
activity to us." 

Under the Dealer a 
Day initiative, the council and 
police are to working together 
to arrest at least 365 drug 
dealers every year - amounting 
to at least one every day. 

The PTF is a council initiative 
under which the council 
funds extra police officers, and 
tasks them to tackle key issues 
of importance to residents such 
as drugs, gangs and vice. 

Residents are encouraged to 
report drug dealing and 
misuse, or any suspicious 
activity, to the police non- 
emergency number on 101. 



Afsor Ali 


Jailed over 
terror threat 

A MAN who promoted 
extremism online and 
warned viewers not to 
attend the royal wedding 
because of a threatened 
terror attack has been 
jailed for 31 months. 

Afsor Ali, aged 27, of Scott 
Street, Bethnal Green, was found 
guilty of three counts of posses- 
sion of records containing infor- 
mation likely to be useful to a 
person committing or preparing 
for an act of terrorism. 

At the start of his trial, Ali 
admitting possessing another 
person's UK passport, after 
he was detained at St Pancras 
station on March 24, on his 
way to Paris. 

The court also heard Ali 
promoted extremism using the 
name Asad Ullah.

News from Tower 
Hamlets Public 
Health 

CAFE conversations and 
action workshops got the 
Old Bethnal Green Well 
London programme off to 
a great start. 

The Minerva Community 
Centre was buzzing for three 
weeks in July as community vol- 
unteers and people from Tow- 
er Hamlets Community 
Housing, University of East Lon- 
don and Tower Hamlets Public 
Health ran a series of engage- 
ment events. 

Residents, services and volun- 
tary and community organisa- 
tions came together to answer 
the question: "What does a healthy 
Old Bethnal Green look like?” 

From the responses received 
from the community, a plan 
is being drawn up to promote 
how local people can improve 
healthy eating, physical 
activity and mental wellbeing, 
open spaces and youth 
employment for themselves 
and in partnership with other 
organisations. 

The Well London programme 
asks residents to participate in 
workshops and local conversa- 
tions to share their views on 
what would improve their own 
wellbeing and create projects ac- 
cordingly. 

Funding for the programme 
comes from Tower Hamlets 
Public Health and the Greater 
London Authority (GLA) via the 
Big Lottery. 

The programme began in 
2007 and there are now over 30 
successful projects running 


across London. Areas chosen for 
the programme are based on the 
need for local development and 
high density of population. 

The approach empowers lo- 
cal people and puts them at the 
heart of the programmes from 
both the delivery side and the 
receiving end. 

The process ensures activities 
are based on the needs and 
strengths of local people and of 
the surrounding area. 

The key priorities that 
emerged from the talks were: 
bringing the community to- 
gether and removing banters to 
participation, projects that sup- 
port healthy eating and physi- 
cal activity, increasing access to 
information on local activities, 
improving the environment and 
developing people's skills through 
volunteering and training. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of Public Health, said: "Well 
London is an approach that 
works at a neighbourhood lev- 
el, developing a local communi- 
ty's potential and linking local 
services together. It's fantastic 
to see so many volunteers get- 
ting involved. 

"The next phase will see the 
co-ordination of the volunteer 
delivery team and get them on 
the exciting training courses 
provided by the GLA.” 

Tower Hamlets has success- 
fully delivered projects in the 
first two phases of Well London 
in Hind Grove and the current 
project on the Aberfeldy Estate.

How humble East End grocer 
went west for richer pickings 



The world famous Harrods store in Knightbridge

HARRODS is one of the 
most famous stores in the 
world and one of London’s 
top tourist attractions 
with its legendaiy window 
displays. 

Quite an achievement for a 
business that started out as a 
grocery shop in east London! 

The huge empire of today all 
began when Charles Henry 
Harrod opened a draper's and 
haberdasher's in Borough High 
Street in 1824. 

But the company's first 
grocery store began life as 
Harrod & Co grocers at 163 
Upper Whitecross Street in 
Clerkenwell, followed by the 
wholesale grocery store in 1839 
at 4 Cable Street, Wapping with 
a special interest in tea. 

Charles, born in Lexden near 
Colchester in 1799, set up the 
wholesale grocery and tea 
merchant's store when he was 
35 and lived in nearby Rosemary 
Lane. 

The Harrods store remained 
here for around 21 years before 
he opened another branch in 
Eastcheap followed by the 
final move to upmarket 
Knightsbridge in 1863. 

In the early years, from 1830 
until the end of the 19th centu- 
ry, Harrods Court was a small al- 
ley running from the corner of 
Wellclose Square into Well Street

(now Ensign Street) although 
Weller's map of 1868 lists this as 
Hard Place and another source 
calls it Harrald's Place. 

The site where the famous 
store first stood is today a 
noodle bar and grill. 

In 1849 Charles wanted to 
escape the vice of the 
inner city and to capitalise on the 
trade from the Great Exhibition 
in Hyde Park im8si, he took 
over a small shop in Brompton, 
on the site of the current store. 

In 1861 he sold the shop to his 
son, Charles Digby Harrod, but 
still worked there until 1864. 
Consisting of one room, this 
shop address later became 105 
Brompton Road. 

At this time this area of 
Knightsbridge was under 
redevelopment and attracting 
the wealthy. 

The Harrods tapped into the 


requirements of this clientele, 
and, providing quality goods 
and services. The business 
expanded. 

The store swallowed up two 
neighbouring premises, 101 
and 103 Brompton Road, and 
on land behind, they built a 
warehouse. 

In 1873 the name Harrods 
Store appeared at the front of 
the shop. 

By 1883 the store had six 
departments over five floors, and 
more than 200 assistants. 

Father and son had laid the 
foundations for what would 
become an important London 
department store, but Charles 
Digby would have to face one 
big challenge. 

At 1 am on December 7, 1883, 
just three weeks before the 
busy Christmas period, a fire 
started in the shop. 

Several fire engines attended 
but they were unable to prevent 
the store being completely gut- 
ted and neighbouring proper- 
ties damaged. Fortunately, 
Harrod was fully insured. 

He built a new store which 
opened in September 1884. In 
1889, Harrod decided it was 
time to retire from the business, 
and after the store became a 
limited company, he sold it. 

Its reputation was such that 
the name was kept and Harrods 
grew into a success story which 
shows no sign of ending.

History

THE date was April 30, 1978. The 
destination: Victoria Park in 
London’s East End. The event? A 
rock concert. Big deal. Vicky Park has 
seen a fair number of those in the 
years since. 

But this was different, this was a first. As 

10.000 marched from the meeting point 
in Trafalgar Square, their numbers were 
being swelled as buses arrived from 
Manchester, Birmingham, Glasgow and 
points all over Britain, disgorging their 
passengers into the park. 

Opening act X-Ray Spex began their set 
to an audience of just a few hundred fans. 
By the time The Clash hit the stage, there 
were 80,000 in the park. All had gathered 
under one banner - that of Rock Against 
Racism. All had come not just to enjoy the 
music but to take a stand against the 
rising levels of racism on the streets of 
Britain and, in particular in the East End. 

Once again, Victoria Park was earning its 
nickname of 'the people's park'. 

Bigotry never disappears, merely erupts 
anew with different faces. A fascinating 
new oral history website, London Against 
Racism, allows you to listen to the stories 
of East Enders, going back many decades. 
It's grimly salutary to hear how the same 
stories come up generation after 
generation. 

But it's also worth noting what has 
changed... and just how threatening the 
London of the Seventies could feel. In the 
1974 general election, the National Front had 
polled 5,000 votes across the borough of 
Newham; by 1977, they were polling 

100.000 votes in the GLC elections. 

At a confrontation between NF marchers 
and anti-fascists in that year, police used 
riot shields for the first time. 

More poignantly, young people were 
dying. In the weeks leading up to the 
concert, ten-year-old Kennith Singh was 
stabbed and beaten to death in Newham; 
Altab Ali, 24, was stabbed to death in 
Whitechapel. A local trade union reported 
that there had been 110 reported racist 
attacks during the autumn of 1977 in the 
East End alone, 'an almost unrelenting and 
continuous battery of Asian people and their 
property'. 

Even pop music seemed to be going mad. 
In August 1976, Eric Clapton had taken the 
stage in Birmingham and voiced his 
support for Enoch Powell, who was the man 
to stop Britain becoming ''a black colony''. 
The guitarist declared that ''we should send 
them all back”. 

A month later, David Bowie told a jour- 
nalist: "I believe very strongly in fascism. 
The only way we can speed up the sort of 
liberalism that's hanging foul in the air... 
is a right-wing totally dictatorial tyranny...”

So the nascent Rock Against Racism 
made a lot of sense, stating that music was 
about bringing people together, not driving 
them apart. 

In 1977, the year of punk, East End GP 
David Widgery, writing in the RAR maga- 
zine Temporary Hoarding, penned what was 
effectively the infant movement's manifesto: 
''We want Rebel music, street music, 
music that breaks down people's fear of one 
another. Crisis music. Now music. Music that 
knows who the real enemy is. Rock Against 
Racism. Love Music Hate Racism.” 

And Victoria Park made a lot of sense too. 
East London's sprawling Victorian rus in 
urbe had a big history of popular meetings. 
The 'people's park' had never been just about 
the hoi polloi feeding the ducks or taking 
a spin on the boating lake. 

On June 12, 1848 the Chartists organised 
a 'monster meeting' in the park, to press 
their demands to democratise voting, de- 
manding (among others) universal (male) 
suffrage and secret ballots. But this was the 
year of European revolutions - every- 


where but Britain that is - and the 
authorities had already been spooked by 
a rally in Kennington Park that April. 

The meeting was declared illegal, and the 
Government's response (1,600 bobbies, 
500 'recalled' police pensioners, 100 
mounted police and the cavalry of the First 
Life Guards no less) suggested not so 
much policing but a preparation for 
battle. The revolution, the authorities 
apparently feared, was to start in Bow. 

Hansard, the record of Parliament, the 
following week records MPs speaking in 
dismay about the heavy-handed reaction 
to a peaceful, democratic rally. 

Ironically, a huge thunderstorm did the 
job of dispersing the few stalwarts who had 
ignored the Chartists' decision to cancel - 
maybe revolutions don't flourish in an 
English summer. 

And lest we get too misty-eyed, it's 
worth remembering that the park was also 
a favoured rallying point for the British 
Union of Fascists. Oswald Mosley's Black- 
shirts were halted in what became the 


Battle of Cable Street on October 4, 193 6, but 
were marching to a rally at Victoria Park. 
BUF meetings during the pre-war years 
regularly drew thousands enthusing to 
Mosley's message of hate. 

But nothing was going to stop the joint 
efforts of Rock Against Racism and the Anti 
Nazi League (the Socialist Workers Party's 
own anti-fascist organisation) to put on a 
massive show of defiance. 

Having built the stage, the organisers 
guarded it the night before the gig - there 
was a very real fear that members of the 
National Front and their cohorts would get 
on site and destroy the set-up. 

And so RAR, which had begun with a gig 
in the Princess Alice pub in east London at 
the tail end of 1976, saw its finest hour - 
X-Ray Spex, Patrick Fitzgerald, Tom 
Robinson, Steel Pulse and the Clash 
(augmented with more enthusiasm than 
virtuosity by Sham 69's Jimmy Pursey). 

Three years later, RAR would 
disband after mounting its final festival, in 
Leeds. And things, if far from perfect, had 
changed. Neville Staple, of headliners The 
Specials, looked into the crowd and said: 
“It's like a zebra crossing, black and white, 
black and white as far as you can see.”

All at sea

WAPPING still retains a village 
atmosphere; independent shops 
and cafes serve the local communi- 
ty, churches and pubs are dotted 
about, and Wapping’s maritime her- 
itage is never far away, with old tea 
and spice warehouses framing the 
cobbled streets. 



Wapplng station (1) has a remarkable place 
in history as one end of the world's first un- 
derwater tunnels. Father and son engineers 
Marc and Isambard Kingdom Brunei over- 
came five major floods, as well as financial 
setbacks, to complete it in 1843. The planned 
spiral carriage ramps were never built, but 
it served as a pedestrian tunnel and visitor 
attraction, before being converted for the East 
London Railway 

From the station, follow Wapping High 
Street and walk alongside Prusom's Island, 
a warehouse conversion; its curious name 
echoes back to medieval times, when 
Wapping was a marsh and gravel patch- 
work, interspersed with 
islands. 

Cinnamon Street - 
another evocative name 
- brings you back to the 
Cinnamon Cafe, popular 
with Wapping locals.

A shopping parade runs ahead - nip beside 
the bakery, through Choppin's Court and 
across a small green. 

Welsh House, one of twelve 1920s LCC 
blocks - all named after sea captains - has 
a flourishing courtyard garden. The 'Welsh' 
refers to James Welsh, who in 1591 wrote: “God 
be praised, we ankered at Limehouse in the 
Thames, where we discharged 587 sacks of 
peper, 150 elephants' teeth, and 82 barrels 
of oil of palm trees.'' 

Beyond the green, walk along Prusom 
Street and then Penang Street to the build- 


ing with white projecting balconies, part of 
the former St George's in the East workhouse 
(2). Needy parishioners received shelter and 
basic rations here, though it was often the 
place of last resort. 

Veer right into Wapping Wood - a splash 
of greenery created in the foot-print of the 
London Docks. Now in-filled, the docks ex- 
tended over 30 acres, westward to Hermitage 
Basin, and specialised in high-value cargoes 
such as ivory, spices, coffee and cocoa. 

Out on Wapping Lane there's a glimpse 
of Tobacco Dock (3), a bonded store not only 



for tobacco, but also wine, spirits, furs and 
skins. Converted into a shopping complex 
in the late 1980s, it was hit by the recession 
and failed to take off. Today it stands emp- 
ty, guarded by boars' heads, barrels and pi- 
rate ships. 

To your left an 18-storey block steps back 
with graceful curves on its upper levels; 21 
Wapping Lane (4) is a recently completed 385- 
flat development by Ballymore. Detour into 
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Cobblestone Square, landscaped with wa- 
ter features, for a closer look. 

Around the corner, wealthy Wapping 
brewer Henry Raine established Raines 
Foundation School (5) in 1719. Two school chil- 
dren inset into the Baroque facade invite you 
to 'Come In and Learn Your Duty To God and 
Man' The school later relocated to Arbour 
Square, before settling in Bethnal Green. 

Cut across the small green to visit St Pe- 



ter's London Docks (6). Enter through a 
courtyard and step into another world. High 
roofed and high church, it maintains the An- 
glo-Catholic tradition established by Fa- 
ther Lowder in the 1850s. Its atmospheric 
interior incorporates red and black brickwork, 
a giant wheel window and elaborate font. 

Back outside, skirt the green to Meeting 
House Alley - a seventeenth century base 
for Particular Baptists and other dissenters. 
Today, you'll find Wapping Children's Cen- 
tre, picked out in coloured glass panels, daz- 
zling in the sunshine. 


On Reardon Street, divert left to the blue 
plaque; it recalls resident William Bligh, cap- 
tain of the mutinous Bounty, “who transplanted 
breadfruit from Tahiti to the West Indies”. 

Now retrace a few steps and head through 
the dock wall archway. The path slopes up- 
wards to Spirit Quay, with elevated views over 
the canal. Dock engineer John Rennie (7) sur- 
veys northwards towards News International's 
print works, dubbed 'Fortress Wapping' dur- 
ing the 1986 print-workers' strike. 

Hermitage Basin (8) was created as a sec- 
ondary entrance into the London Docks. The

(Right) The blue 
plaque to William 
Blyth 


red-brick impound- 
ing station regulated 
water levels, and a 
Victorian hydraulic 
pumping station 
stands beyond. To- 
day, the basin is 
peaceful enclave, full of fish and water lilies. 

The bronze rope reef knot is the first of sev- 
eral sculptures by local artist Wendy Taylor. 
Over in Hermitage Gardens (9) you'll see an- 
other - a cut-out dove of peace, commem- 
orating civilian casualties of the Blitz. 

Down on the river, old Thames barges and 
Dutch klippers bob about at Hermitage 
Moorings, with spectacular views of Tow- 
er Bridge and the Shard. Follow the Thames 
Path - past Voyager, resembling a ship's pro- 
peller - until you emerge out into Wapping 
High Street. 

Now in-filled with gardens, Wapping Pier 
Head (10) once formed the main entrance 
to London Docks. Eagle-eyed dock officials 
stationed at these handsome houses could 
monitor ships coming and going. Skirt left 
around the square, looking out for an award- 
winning addition at No 13 - judged “subtle, 
thoughtful yet mischievous” - designed by 
Chris Dyson. 

The Town of Ramsgate is a rare survivor, 
one of over thirty taverns that once buzzed 
in Sailor Town. Wapping Old Stairs run 
alongside, providing slippery steps down to 
the river. 

Next door, Oliver's Wharf is an especially 
fine old tea warehouse of 1870 - and the first 
residential conversion in Wapping - with tea 
blossoms carved into the window surrounds. 

Cut through St John's churchyard, dotted 
with chest tombs. St John's (11) was the parish 
church of Wapping - only the tower remains, 
salvaged from the Blitz. Blue-uniformed 
children peer down from the former church 
school, erected by subscription in 1760 for 
50 girls and 60 boys. 

The Turk's Head - now a community base 
and cafe - is clad with remarkable tiling, ad- 
vertising Taylor Walker's Barley Mow beers. 
Opposite, at the John Orwell Sports Centre, 
the courts and pitches are active with bad- 
minton, hockey and football games. 

Around in Green Bank, step inside St 
Patrick's Roman Catholic Church (12). It was 
established in 1880 largely to serve Irish dock- 
workers' families, which then constituted 
around a third of Wapping's population. De- 
signed in a rustic Italian style, it has a bar- 
rel vault ceiling and a beautiful arts and crafts 
children's memorial. A kitchen garden flour- 
ishes in the presbytery behind. 

Head through Wapping Rose Garden to the 
flats with red balcony backdrops; Tower Build- 
ings (13) were built in 1864 by the Im- 
proved Industrial Dwellings Company, and 
marked a step change in tenement dwellings, 
with no shared lavatories, better ventilation 
and open balcony access. 

Soon you're back on Wapping Lane, 
surrounded by old warehouses; one 
serves as a pizzeria, and the mighty 
Gun Wharves - once 
busy handling tea, 
spices, rubber and 
shellac - are now 
flats. Around the 
corner is Wapping 
station, the end of 
your walk. 
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Jazz it up

ARTWORKS by William S 
Burroughs which have 
never been seen before by 
the public form part of a 
new exhibition dedicated 
to the American writer. 

Animals In The Wall, which 
opens for a ten-day run at 
Londonewcastle Project Space in 
Bethnal Green on Friday, August 
29, features 40 of his original 
works. The exhibition, focused 
on the late 1950s American 
Beat generation dissident best 
known for his novel Naked 
Lunch, also includes original 
responses from established and 
upcoming artists. 

Among those contributing 
works is Shepard Fairey, the 
contemporary American street 
artist widely known for his 
Barack Obama Hope poster 
during the 2008 US presidential 
election. 

Meanwhile UK artists 
include Matt Black, from the 
music duo Coldcut, street artist 
Mobstr and Brion Gysin, the 
latter who was known for his 
discovery of the 'cut-up' 
technique later employed by 
Burroughs. 


Gysin taught the writer the 
method after Burroughs had 
complained that literature was 
“50 years behind painting". 

In this exhibition, Burroughs' 
works are mainly taken from 
paintings made from the early 
'80s to the late '90s, for which 
he employed spray paint, 
stencils, collages and letter forms. 

This year marks the centen- 
nial year of the writer's birth and 
the show is the latest in a string 
of events held this year.

Eating out, eating in 

Cut, carved or sliced, 
this meat is perfection

WHAT’S an urbanite to do when 
Saturday night melts into Sunday 
morning and opportunities for 
breakfast, brunch and lunch have 
disappeared and dinner time is a few 
hours off? 

I know it's one of life's trickier conun- 
drums. But I may have the answer for you. 

It comes in the shape of Raizes Restau- 
rant and Bar. Post the World Cup and the 
abject failure of the hosts to carry off the 
title, I had avoided all things Brazilian - wax- 
es, blow-dries, in an attempt to get over my 
disappointment. 

But this all ended with Raizes' excellent 
Brazilian barbecue. 

The restaurant offers an a la carte se- 
lection which is a fair representation of what 
Brazil has to offer from coxinha (small chick- 
en pastries), feijoada (mixed pork meat and 
bean stew) to all-in-one dishes such as 
muqueca de peixa (fish stewed with 
shrimp and coconut milk served with rice 
and salad). 

But, on a sunny Sunday, we opted for the 
a buffet and rotisserie with a selection of 
no less than eight meats. 

The buffet is worth the admission on its 
own - the stews and salads were delight- 
ful including a feijoada that excited the taste 
buds. There was a slight crunch to the rice, 


which I'm guessing was unintended but 
it was a buffet so I'd make a slight allowance 
for that. 

The restaurant itself was spacious and 
well appointed with a number of large 
screens beaming football from around 
the world. 

I can only imagine the type of functions 
that took place during the World Cup. How- 
ever, the sound was turned down so it 
meant that if you weren't interested in 
sports (it was the last day of the Glasgow 
games), it was not too disturbing. 

The waiting staff were attentive, help- 
ful, knowledgeable and informative, which 
was handy as they were able to explain the 


menu and to serve the highlight of the day 
- the meat. 

The meat at Raizes is very good indeed. 
We were served excellent beef, lamb and 
chicken at the table, fresh off the rotisserie 
and cut, carved and sliced with a deftness 
of touch by our servers. 

The meat is worth a visit on its own but 
the general ambience and the sense of bon- 
homie generated by the staff also make this 
a place that I will visit time and again. 

Oh, and according to my companion, they 
make a mean cocktail too. Two ate and 
drank to bursting for just under £50.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit, subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

Wapping planning a world class academy 


Hockey 

IT seems Wapping Hockey Club 
will stop at nothing in its bid to 
become a world class hockey 
academy. 

Hot on the heels of signing England 
internationals Sarah Townsend and 
Andy Ball as coaches, the club is now de- 
veloping its goalkeeping strategy . 

Maddie Hinch, John Hurst and Allan 
Dick have joined their coaching staff 
as the club launches a goalkeeper 
academy to help produce the stars of 
tomorrow. 

Wapping HC chairman Stuart Burn- 
side said: “As a major London sports club 
fortunate enough to have secured access 
to superb legacy hockey facilities at the 
Lee Valley Hockey and Tennis Centre, we 
feel it is our responsibility to help deliver 
a lasting legacy from the London Olympics. 

“We have decided to start with goal- 
keepers. We think it is time goalkeepers 
got properly looked after, and we are 
putting into place an academy that will

support that regionally and nationally. 

“We will build this as big as is need- 
ed, but we don't just want to train goal- 
keepers. We want to help coaches and 
teachers up -skill, so you have the skills 
to teach in your own environments too. 
That is the legacy in action. By working 
together to create new goalkeepers, we 
will eventually produce some of the best 


goalkeeping talent in the world." 

Wapping's vice-chair and head of 
performance Rachel Haseloff added: 
“Too often, goalkeepers are treated as a 
resource for attacking drills rather than 
as players deserving their own bespoke 
training. This ends now- we are putting 
a world class academy in place, available 
to everyone." 


Maddie Hinch is the current first 
choice for England Women and one of 
the best goalkeepers in the world. 

She was was Investec Women's senior 
performance player of the season last 
year, Hockey Writers' Club player of the 
year, and won her third keeper of the 
tournament award at the 2013 World 
League finals. 

John Hurst, co-manager of England 
Women and consultant GK coach to the 
England and GB squads, has over 100 
international caps, is a former England 
captain and has been coaching as part 
of the England set-up for 25 years. 

The academy will be open to a range 
of ages and abilities, and will be equal- 
ly happy teaching beginners as they are 
teaching seasoned national leaguers. 

The first session will be run by John 
and Maddie on Thursday, August 28, from 
8-iopm at the Lee Valley Hockey and Ten- 
nis Centre.

FC Hamlets launch protest as 
cup ends in a Swedish storm

FC HAMLETS took the 
Gothia Cup by storm in 
Sweden - and left the 
country after a storm over 
refereeing decisions. 

The team scored an incredi- 
ble 24 goals in the group stages 
and didn't concede one - the first 
time in 40 years that a side has 
scored so many. 

But after this sensational 
start, FC Hamlets had their 
match abandoned against 
Varmbols FC of Sweden with a 
place in the last 64 of the knock- 
out stage at stake. 

Some poor refereeing and 
officiating led to an incident in 
the eighth minute of the second 
half which forced the referee to 
abandon the game at 0-0. 

Decisions went against FC 
Hamlets throughout the first 
half and the east London side 


picked up two yellow cards - one 
for allegedly staring at a player. 

Controversially the referee 
and committee awarded the 
game to Varmbols. 

Many of the decisions seemed 
biased towards the Swedish 
team and, later the same day af- 
ter making a formal complaint, 
the referee was sacked. Unfor- 
tunately for FC Hamlets the 
committee had already made 
their decision. 


“This team is full of talent and 
I have no doubt they would have 
done really well in the tourna- 
ment but for some terrible of- 
ficiating," said club spokesman 
Senie Emmanuel. 

“We have submitted an eight 
page complaint. We are very 
proud of the way our players 
performed. One of the main 
organisers said that in his 25 
years working at Gothia, he 
has never seen a better team." 


The good news is that the club 
has already been invited to 
take part in a tournament in 
Bangkok next year and several 
players have been approached 
by professional scouts. 

The team started the Gothia 
tournament with an 11-0 win 
against Danish side Runar, fol- 
lowed by a 2-0 win over Fred- 
eriksvaerk BK of Finland and 
another 11-0 win against 
Asarp/Tradet FK of Sweden. 


This meant they topped their 
group and were one of the 
favourites to reach the serious 
stages... until the refereeing row. 

■ TOWER Hamlets began their 
Essex Senior League campaign 
with a goalless draw against a 
strong Bowers & Pitsea side at 
Len Salmon Stadium. 

The team started brightly 
and gelled together quickly. 

The home side then came 
back into the game creating 
some good opportunities. 

In the second half, both de- 
fences limited the teams to 
some half chances, but Hamlets 
took control of the game in the 
final 15 minutes. 

The team continued their 
pressure late into the game with 
Quentin Monville's 30-yard 
screamer going just wide and 
Billy Hickford's 88th minute 
free kick well saved.

STEPNEY’S Riaz Amin has 
become world stick fight- 
ing champion - and he is 
just 16. 

Riaz won the double sticks ti- 
tle on what proved to be a sen- 
sational world championships 
in Hungary for the Filipino 
Martial Arts Academy (FMAA). 

The youngster from Dongo- 
la Road led a medal spree for 
Team GB that ended with 13 
golds, 13 silvers and 11 bronze. 

Club mate Fahim Ahmed also 
became world champion when 
he won the double sticks title in 
his category and picked up a 
bronze medal in the padded 
stick competition. 

“This is what I set my sights 
on and what I had worked for 
since I took up the sport," said 


Riaz, who has been competing 
since he was five. 

“Now I hope this is the start 
of bigger things." 

The WEKAF World Champi- 
onships -World Escrima-Kalis- 
Arnis Federation - attracts the 
top athletes from all over the 
world, challenging for glory 
over seven days. 

The FMAA, which run class- 
es at the Ensign Centre in 
Aldgate, the Tarling Centre in 
Stepney and the Osmani Cen- 
tre, Whitechapel, have enjoyed 
one of their most successful 
world championships ever and 
have really made their mark on 
the event. 

Just getting into the Great 
Britain squad was an achieve- 
ment for someone Riaz's age, but 
to add a world title at 16 is sto- 
rybook stuff.

Riaz concentrated more on 
the combat side and entered 
the double, single and soft 
stick/first strike. He entered 
three events and took a medal 
in each one. He became world 
champion in double sticks 
after defeating a Hungarian in 
the final. 

He won silver in the singles 


despite losing to his Italian op- 
ponent in first stike. 

The bronze medal was a con- 
troversial affair with two Team 
GB cadets getting injured 
through illegal moves. Team 
mate Calen ended up in hospi- 
tal and Riaz had to forfeit the 
next round after a butt strike to 
the chest and low hit to the leg. 


Although he won the bout in 
the sudden death fourth round, 
due to injury, he couldn't con- 
tinue to the next. Had he been 
able to resume, he had a great 
chance to get another gold, as 
the event winner was beaten by 
Riaz in the double sticks final.

Phillips withdraws from the Euros 


PHILLIPS Idowu still believes he 
can get his athletics career back on 
track and be a triple jump champi- 
on again - even though Father 
Time is catching up with him. 

Idowu finished fifth in the Common- 
wealth Games in Glasgow and, because of 
this poor display, the former Raines pupil 
decided to pull out of Great Britain's squad 
at the European championships in Zurich. 

The east Londoner withdrew because he 
said he wanted to concentrate on his 
training and his fitness and was determined 
to resurrect his career. 

But, at 35 years of age, time is running 
out for him especially when younger, 
hungrier athletes are ready to take over 
his throne. 

Idowu failed to make the finals at the 
London 2012 Olympic Games, leapt eight

centimetres shorter in Glasgow than he did 
in the Olympic Stadium, but still had the 
selectors backing as the man in form fol- 


lowing his fifth place at the European team 
championships in June. 

The Rio Olympics in 2016 must remain 
his major target, but by then he will be al- 
most 37 and even though the mind might 
be willing, the body could be telling him 
it's time to hang up the spikes. 

Idowu won gold at the 2009 World 
championships in Berlin and a silver at the 
same event two years later. In between he 
picked up another gold in the 2010 Euro- 
pean championships in Barcelona. 

But will Idowu be able to recapture 
that sort of form at his age or will he have 
to make do with living on his memories? 

It's the last chance saloon for Idowu. He 
will not want to return to the arena unless 
he is back to his best and if that doesn't hap- 
pen he will be consigned to the history 
books, not the record books. 
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
